Lorpon, Dec. 2 —A special correspondent 
of the Tribune at Vereailies, telegraphs, under 
date of th@30th ult., that a sortie was at- 
tempted against Choissy le Roi, and a feigned

Meantime, the French were pre- 
pering an atta ck on Montreuil with infantry 
moving up from Aurnes under cover of the 
guts of a new outwork at Mont Valerien. 

This attack commenced at 8 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. Tbe Prussians were vigor- 
ously shelled, ard detachments of Gardes 
Mobile began skirmishing. Severa) Prussian 
field batteries and a large foree of the line in- 
fantry soon advanced to the support of the 
Jaeger compani¢s, and the Fifth corps en- 
gaged with the French gunboats on the 
Seine, which took part im the action and 
fhelled the Jaegers. There were two or 
three crude attacks on Monfreuil, de if to 
storm the Prussian works, bt the 
French . supports were so; ma- 
peuvered as to give out the 
idea that no orders had reached them to ad- 
varce, although they were in strong force, 
and French officers were continually expoe- 
ing themscives to bold the troops steady, and 
suffered wuch from the Jaegers’ fire. 

About noon the fire from Fort Valerien 

sleckened, and the mobiles were withdrawn. 
The sortie egeiast Choissy Le Role began a 
little later than the feint against Montreuil. 
About 30 battalions came out at 9 o'clock 
fiom Villejauf and advanced on the position 
of the sixth Prussian corps. 
The guns of the new works at Ville Jouf 
supported the attack by an incessant fire, 
reachipg mainly the right of the Second Ba- 
varian corps, and inflicting slight losses. 
The beginning of the French movement was 
conducted with great energy, but they speed- 
ily become disorganized under the sharp 
fire of the besieging forces, who unmasked 
their field batteries, which proved exceed- 
ingly annoying to the French. Notwith- 
standing the great exertions of their officers, 
the attacking battalions were thrown iato 
disorder. Their supports failed to arrive, 
gad the affair was over in two hours.

After referring to the 
invarisble failure of the attempts made at 
diferent times to aseembie the powers in 
g neral conference, with a view to remove the 
causes of difficulty which disturb the general 
peace, Gortechakoff continues: The abroga- 
tion of the treaty at the present crisis, and 


the absence of a regular Government in’ 


France, will postpone still farther the possi- 
bility of ench an agreement. Meanwhile the 
position in which the treaty left Russia has 
become more and more intolerable. Earl 
Grenville will agree that Europe of to-day 
is very far from being the Europe which 
signed the treaty of 1856. It was 
impossible that Russia should agree to 
remain the only power bound indefinitely 
to an arrangement which, onerous as it was 
at the time when it was concluded, became 
daily weaker in. its guarantees. Our august 
master has too deep a sense of what he owes 
to bis country to force it to submit any 
longer to any obligation against which the 
national sentiment protests. We caunot ad- 
mit that fhe abrogation of a purely theo- 
retical principle, not followed by its imme- 
d‘ate application, and which visibly restores 
to Rossia a right of whith no good power 
could consent to be deprived, ought to 
be considered as a menance to peace, nor 
that in avoiding one point of the treaty of 
1856, the abrogation of all is implied. The 
Imperial cabinet never had any such inten- 
tion. On the contrary, our communication on 
October 10th, in most explicit terms, states 
that his Majesty, the Emperor, maintains 
his adhesion to the general principles of the 
treaty of 1856, and that he is ready to come 
to an agreement with the signatory pow- 
ers of that treaty, either to confirm ite gen- 
eral stipulations or to renew them, or to sub- 
stitute for them any other equitable arrauge- 
ment which may be thought suitable to se- 
cure the repose of the East, and the equilib- 
rium of Europe. There seems, then, to be 
noresson why the cabinet of London should 
not, if it please, enter imto explapation with 
the signatories of the treaty of 1856. For 
our part we are ready for any deliberation 
havirg for its object the settlement of the 
guarantees for continuatiog of peace in the 
East, 

The following is the conclusion of Gorts- 
chakoff’s note: 

“Weare persuaded that fresh guarantees 
would be found in a removal of the 
permanent cause of irritation existing 
between the two powers which are most di- 
rectly interested. Their mutual rejations 
would be more firmly established on a basis of 
good and solid understanding. You are de- 
sired, Monsieur le Baron, fo read this dis- 
patch and leave * copy. The 
principal Secretary of State of Her Bnitanic 
Moajes*y bas expressed to us the regret that 
he would feel uf this discussion should dis- 
tu: b the harmony which the Queen has striven 
to maintain bétween the two countries, 
Be good enough to express to His 
Excellency how entirely this 
regret would be shared by the tmperial Cabi- 
net. We believe that friendship between the 
two governments is essentially useful to the 
two countries as well as to the peace of the 
world, It is with lively satisfaction 
that we have seen this friendship 
during late years grow more and more close 
and cordial. Grave circumstances, in which 
we find ourselves at this moment, seem to us 
to mske it more desirable than ever.

Wasninotox, Dec. 2-—The réport of 
Secretary Boutwell was put in print. to-day, 
avd the most superhuman @xertions have 
been made to obtain an advance copy for 
pubileation. It does not seém, however, 
judging from the intentio of the Secretary 
himself. to be«veh an docn- 
ment as imagined by some, and to warrant 
such «xtravegant prices as have been offered 
fora premature copy. It does not appear 
that the Secretary recommends any very 
new or important legislation on the main 
question of rational finances, and, while vot 
expressing entire approval of the preseot 
law to fund the public debt, does 
pot recommend a_ single radical change. 
He favors the payment of interest on the 
bonds quarterly instead of semi-annually, and 
hints tbat the restoration of a foreigo lean 
clause, or rather the payment of the interest 
abroad, would be an improvemeat. He favors 
the increase of tbe salaries of the heads of 
bureeus in the Tressury Department, and 
recommends a large reduction in the expenses 
of custom-houses, but insists that honest and 
corm peient men in the appraksers’ offices should 
be employed, and with adequate compensa- 
tion.

Bismarck. 


A new biography of the Prussian Premier 
bas the following: 

There is nothing of the actor about Count 
Bismarck, as is so often the case with eminent 
politicians. Not, however, that blind conf- 
dence is to be placed in the trankness with 
which be is accustomed to startle the world. 
All who have had dealings with him thor- 
oughly well know how much faith they may 
putin those surprising confidential revela- 
tions, which are ealculated to bewilder— 
now by anexcess of sincerity, now by an ex- 
cess in the opposite ‘direction, according as 
circum: tances dictate. Heis a great smoker, 
and this habit contributes to the reckless- 
ness of his appearance. While he was 

emobassador at Frankfort, his particular ene- 
my, Herr Von Rechberg, called a eouacil of 
the members of the Diet at bis house, aod 
received them in his dressing gown. Count 
Bismarck, to pay him in his own coin, 

immediately drew his cigar case out of his 
pocket, took a cigar, offered a second to his 
neighbor and said, while lighting his own, 
and without waiting for an answer, ‘‘You 
have no objection, dear aaa oye” This levity, 
which is apt some to give offense, is 
connected with the activit and restlessness 
of his mind, which desires to do, to see, and 
to know everything for itselt. He tormented 
the very life” out of the Chambers and the 
press. But as soon as he thought that he 
could win oyer a deputy or a journalist by a 
confidence or an explanation, be took pains 
to attract him, and on such occasioas he not 
seldomly entered in the easiest way, and often 
without the slightest reserve, into conversa- 
tions concerning the machinery of the State. 

In 1849 he sent a challenge to the editor of 
om eg gg Bhs Berlin Punch). Later on, 
during bassadorship at the Diet, the 
public strovely suspected that he wrote se- 
cretly for that paper, particularly whenever 
a specially good skit appeared on an Austrian 
diplomatist.

S(HOOLS FOR WOMEN. 


{Frcem tbe R+ port of tbe Commisstiarr of Edu- 
cation } 


Here at the base of the pyramid of our na 
tional intelligence we sre met by this appail- 
ing fact, that women even in this lan 1, where 
they are most favored, are not so generally 
tramed in the rudiments of learning as men. 
A few separate first class institutions have been 
established for them after the most serious 
struggles. Io spite of the great good 
they Seve accompliabed, many still doubt and 
sneer. Endowments are few and limited. 
Secondary training for women, offered in in- 
stitutions established by the State, is chiefly 
in the direction of preparation for teaching, 
sfiorded in normal echools. In some ot the 
academies, where females are admitted on an 
equal footing with males, an excellent and 
thorough workisdone. The same remark is 
becomipg more generally true of the iustitu- 
tions of this grade established for the sepa- 
rate training of females. But their opportu- 
pity, more multiplied and more productive of 
results than any other, is in the high schools 
of the graded system. Where these exist, as 
they do in almost every city of the country, 
females have au equal opportunity with males, 
aud, ina yery large number of high schools, 
the majority in attendance

There is an increasing ten- 
dency to do this, and yet, with the most ar- 
dent advocates, there is apparentiy some mis- 
riving about the results. Ir. Raymond, 
President of Vasear College, expresses a very 
conviction when he observes that 
liberal education for women is not, in all its 
details, precisely the same thing as a liberal 
education for men. Professional and technui- 
cal education for women progresses slowly, 
and is ¢mbarassed by surpreing distrusts.

He was accused of baving thrust him- 
sel and bis wares obtrusively before the notice 
of customers, thus getting more than his share 
of busipices. He was also charged with failure 
to make way ‘or members of the body next tn 
tu:p to himself. It appears that these bors have 
reguiar hours in which .:o ply thetr voextion in 
froutof and about the hotel, the most proditable 
place io the alstrict for busioess. They have 
regular watches of two ortb ee bovs each, who 
in turn relieve each other. The offending boot- 
biack ip question bad wot only received much 
custom during bis ovn w#atch, but bad taken 
away custom from those succeedicg nim. He 
was summoned before the mee:ing and the 
charges preferre’. .The agri ved bootblacks 
testified to bis failure to abide by the rules en- 
tered into, instancing the infractions as above. 
Tbe culprit, not b<ing able *o excuse these of- 
fenses, he was voted expelled by the body, and 
forbid ien to appear arout the district of 
the unpicn fo tbe exercise of 
tirade, mo reservation, however, being made 
asto workin any other section of the city he 
might select. Thi- action was deemed final and 
for scme days afterwards bis old and familiar 
haubis Knew him not.

dollars ‘or the benefit of the manufacturer wat 
for every one that} goes into the Treasury, 
while every doliar takea from them by direct 
texatlon goes ainectly to relieve the burdens 
of the Government. ‘They further argue that 
the furmers pay taibute to the impudent mi- 
nority of manufacturers whenever they buy a 
hoe or chop me a tree, and at the same 
time are compelied to pay from iive to seven 
d@liais a day for harvest hands, with wheat at 
eeventy-five cents a busbe!, on account of the 
absorption of labor by the manufacturers, and 
the high prices w which the tariff establishes as 
the rate of labor ip the factories. They main- 
tain that tbe manufacturers compose but a 
small minority of| the consumers of their pro- 
ductious, and that one or two counties in 
Minnesota or Iowa cau produce enough wheat 
in one year to furnieh bread for every cotton 
operative in the United States for ao equal 
length of trme, anf then probably have some 
to spare. ‘These views, they assert, are cn- 
tertained by their cor stituents, and every 
Congressman elected as a reyenue reformer 
is pledged to uphold them. They explain
